From Mexico. — Via Minititlan, a few days 
later advices from Vera Cruz have been received 
at New Orleans. The Picayune says: 

Of the whereabouts of Miromon we have no i 
further mention. It is only slated, that he had is- 
sued a proclamation ordering the submission and 
evacuation of Vera Cruz “within the space of j 
f *ur days.” This leaves us to suppose that a por- 
tion of the expedition, as before rumored, had al- 
leady arrived iu the vicinity of Vera Cruz. 

The natives all along the coast, and especially 
at Minititlan, had been impressed into service, 
and forcibly taken off to mau these fortifications. 
In the meantime disturbances, originating in the 
same spirit of civil discoid, had been renewed at 
Acapulcam and other places on the Isthmus, and 
threatened as in the interior of Lite Republic, to 
break out into open war. 

Minititlan, Feb. 12. — Col. Pratt, Major Boyd, 
Mr. Hoany, Mr. Ford, and many other American 
citizens, who had alter years of Imrd labor had 
accumulated a little property on the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, were on the 25th ultimo driven out 
of their houses by an armed force, commanded 
by a judge in the State of Oajaca, and their prop- 
erty taken from them, leaving them without a 
dollar, without even a change of garment. This 
was done by a judge, an officer of the Liberal 
party. 

Wiiat difference is there between Miramon and 
Juarez and their respective governments? Both 
violate the most sacred old gutioi s —both are par- 
ticularly hostile against Americans.

MiicanlajH I/nfiiii*i,cd History. 

A Mr. Siddons, of New York, has written 
to the Times a letter explaining the cause of 
the delay in the publication of the two addi- 
tional volumes of Macaulay’s History. .Mr. 
Siddons savs: 

* » 

“He had, in a measure, prepared himself for 
the volume embracing the career of William III, 
when Chevalier • Vmseii drew h s attention to 
some remarkable documents in UifLiuchive* < f 
the Hague He went to Hollmd to i/^pect them, 
and found much to induce him to alter Ins pie 
conceived opinions. The translation of these 
papers, aid Macaulay’s verifications of their 
accuracy, consumed some time; and before he 
could fbape the whole story io suit his judgment, 
he was seized with the affection of the heart 
which obliged him to suspend his labors from 
time to time. Stooping made him cough and 
coughing prostrated him. I have every reason 
to believe that the history will he completed by- 
Mr. Charles Trevelyen, the Governor of Madras, 
a mar. of enlarged mind and liberal views, who 
for twenty five years was his coolant associate, 
occupying the same house, and receiving the 
impress of Macaulay’s mind. The absence of 
Sir Charles in India may delay the work still 
longer,' but there i* no doubt of its ultimate 
accomplishment. Sir Charles Tievelyen is a 
powerful and original writer. His letters in the 
London Times, under the signature of ‘Indophi- 
les,’ published during the Indian mutiny, made a 
deep impression in England. It was through a 
series of similar letter*, published in a Calcutta 
paper in 1833 and 1834, beating the same signa- 
ture, that Sir Charles brought his great talents 
and his enlightened views under the notice of 
Loid William Bentinck, the governor general, a 
friend to progress. His Lordship at once took 
Trevelyen by the hand, and made him a secretary 
to government, and in that capacity he establish- 
ed intimacy with Lord Macaulay, then a member 
of council and a law commissioner. 1 have seen 
ii stated that Macaulay carried a fortune of 
£50,000 home with him. He never received so 
much as £30,003 during his whole tenure of 
office.”
